ANOTHER FALL IN BACON. 


From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Business in this centre is generally on the 
quiet side, but whether this is due to the 
approach of tie General Election or to 
buyers having satisfied their more urgent 
requirements 1s not certain. There have been 
of late irregular movements in the bacon 
market, and in anticipation of increased ar- 
rivals following the recent heavy killings 
of bacon pigs on the Continent further re- 
ductions in prices are again recorded. At 
the weekly meeting of the Bacon Committee 
all selections of Danish were reduced 4s., 
Swedish and Polish 3s., and Dutch 2s. bd 
cwt., but the Irish shows no change. he 
downward movement in prices is not alto- 
gether surprising, considering the fact that 
acon imports during the past year have 
been exceptionally heavy, and, moreover, 
show no signs of falling off. The period ot 
the year is approaching when the demand 
for bacon usually undergoes declension. There 
is no doubt that present supplies are more 
or less in excess of the demand. The total 
arrivals of bacon into this country during 
the first nine months of the present year 
amounted to 8,242,469 cwt. in comparison 
with 6,558,586 cwt. in the corresponding 
IE“ of last year, and 6,202,197 cwt. in 


HUGE GROWTH OF POLISH EXPORTS. 


The expansion in the exports of hacon 
from Denmark this year has been simply 
marvellous. Another circumstance worth notic- 
ing is the remarkable development of the 
Polish bacon industry—as regards efforts 14 
improve quality and make it more suitable 
for the British market. 
during the first six months of the present 
year the bacon exports from Poland reached

Announcing that it would take him some 
time to give a decision, Mr. E. A. Cleary, 
Controller of the Industrial and Commercia! 
Property Office, 45 Merrion square, Dublin, 
concluded the hearing last Saturday of the 
application by Messrs. Ransomes, Sims and 
Jefferies, of Ipswich, to have registered as 
trade marks the groups of letters ‘“* I.R.C.P.,” 
“LD.C.P.” and ‘LR.D.C.P.” on ploughs 
and plough parts. The application was 
opposed by essrs. Philip Pierce and Co., 
Messrs. William Dovle and Co., and the 
Wexford Engineering Co., Ltd., of Wexford. 

Mr. C. S. Campbell continued legal argu 
ments in support of Messrs. Ransomes's 
application. What harm, he asked, would 
the - registration of these three groups ol 
letters do to the Wexford firms? So far as 
these letters were concerned, the oppos'tior 
had already admitted in correspondence Ran 
somes's right to them. and, if Ransomes took 

ings in a ‘‘ passing-off’’ action against 
any other firm applying these letters to 
ploughs and plough parts, they would have 
that firm in a stranglehold. It had not been 
disputed that Ransomes had been using the 
letters on the products they put on the Irish 
market, and most people using ploughs knew 
that I.RD.C.P., for instance, meant a Ran. 
some plough or plough part. it was true 
that where there was space on a part, Ran 
somes impressed their name and their semi 
circle in addition to the letters, out that 
did not affect the fact that the letters alone 
were sufficient to identify them as the 
makers. In his opening remarks Me. 
Battersby had inadvertently referred to the 
petitioners as ‘‘ mushroom companies.” Na 
reflection was intended, and no charge cr 
suggestion was being made against any of 
them; but the trade mark law was very 
simple. The commandment “Thou shalt not 
steal ”” was as much a part of the common 
law as of the great code of morality prevail- 
ing in Western Europe If a man was .n 
legal possession of property, no one wus 
entitled to take it from him. Messrs. Ran- 
somes, he claimed, had established with the 
utmost clarity the fact that ‘1.R.C.P.,’’ 
“1.D.C.P.” and ‘‘ 1.R.D.C.P.”’ had been used 
by them for such a length of years that they 
had become their property. He asked the 
Controller to admit the groups of letters to 
the register, and thus give Ransomes the 
protection to which they were entitled. 


PETITIONERS’ CASE. 


Mr. F. Monks, replying for the petitfoners 
stated that Messrs. Ransomes et goon been 
using the letter groups for which they 
claimed registration. In no instance did the 
groups appear on Ransome ploughs or plough 
parts in the form in which they figured im 
the applicatoin. They appeared in combina- 
tion with other letters or numbers, such as 
“T.R.D.C.P.L.” or “LR.C.P.3.'” and so on. 
Every plough and part-maker used letters 
and combinations and figures, but in no 
instance did a maker rely solely on them for 
the purpose of identifying his goods. — In- 
variably makers also stamped on their ploughs 
and parts their name and registered trade 
mark. Counse] went on to argue that letter 
groups were not distinctive and could not be 
registered as trade marks, but, even if they 
did, he asked the Controller to reject the 
application on the grounds of public policy.

Autumn Collections. 

The autumn collections have become of 
more importance than ever to the average 
woman. Every designer takes the opportu- 
nity of showing clothes minus any slight 
extravagance which may have characterised 
them in the mid-season collections, and so 
suggesting a possible indication of the line of 
their next collections. Eighteen months ago 
the dressmakers brought about a clothes re- 
volution, and re-introduced the long skirt. 
Now, in the Autumn collections, we see that 
the skirt for day-time wear has a decided 
tendency to shorten itself, and to show more 
of the calf; this applies only to frocks, coats 
still reaching to the top of the clock on the 
stocking. Another interesting note lies in 
the fact that there are more experiments 
with colonrs to-day than there have been for 
years.

: CORK, Sunday. 
ELATIONS between the Cork Corpora- 
tion and the City Manager have 
always been a little strained, and at pre- 
sent they are very much so. When ‘bus 
services replaced the trams, Mr. Monahan 
was strongly criticised for allowing the 
scale of charges to be fixed so high, and, 
though he gave good reasons in support 
of his action, the Corporation remained 
dissatisfied. His refusal to licence another 
company which wished to run city services 
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at a lower rate, was bound to excite 
further opposition. The matter came up : 
for discussion at the last meeting of the | 
Corporation, and it was unfortunate that 
Mr. Monahan was attending the Public 
Health Conference in Dublin at the time. 
Under the City Management Act the 
Manager is entitled to appomt a deputy 
to act in his absence, but this Mr. 
Monahan had omitted to do. It was 
discovered at the meeting, however, that 
in such a case the Lord Mayor can 
appoint one, and the Lord Mayor did so. 
He nominated himself Deputy City 
Manager, reversed Mr. Monahan’s 
decision, and permitted the "bus company 
to operate. 
Mr. Monahan has since returned to Cork, 
and it is still a matter for conjecture 
whether he means, in turn, to over-ride 
his “deputy.” The next Corporation 
meeting ought not to be devoid of incident. 


SURRENDE®ING ARMS. 


Within a few hours of the passing of the 
Public Safety Act, arms th ammunition 
were found abandoned in Cork, and since 
then there have been similar discoveries 
in other parts of the county. It is pos- 
sible that other unauthorised owners may 
also have thrown away their guns, but in 
most cases the public will know nothing 
of it. 

One is uncertain whether to be gratified 
or alarmed at these discoveries. On the 
one hand, they show that the Act is having 
its desired effect, and, on the other, they 
furnish a striking proof of its necessity ; 
for evidently there still are arms in the 
South, even after ten years’ uninterrupted 
peace.

The Ford works at Cork, acting on a 
scheme which they announced some 
montus ago, have turned over part of 
their factory to general engineering work.

A start has already been made on the 
manufacture of various kinds of building 
‘requisites, such as cisterns and eave- 
shoots, for which there has been a brisk 
demand. Several large contracts have al- 
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the only place of its size and importance 
which is without one. 

In former years, of course, it was not 
so, for there was a museum in the F itz- 
Gerald Park.

The College specimens include the fine 
Kerry collection of the late Sir John 
Neligan, but this has had to be stored 
for want of accommodation. 

The building in FitzGerald Park would 
presumably be available again as a 
museum when the City Hall is rebuilt. 
But nobody can tell when that will take 
place, and it seems a pity that some other 
place has not been acquired for the time 


being.

The Bishop said that nothing had won more 
fame and honour for Ireland than the valiant 
exvloits of Irish soldiers unon many a battle- 
field. ‘* The Irish people,” wrote John Red- 
mond, ‘‘are one of the peoples who have 
been endowed in a distinguished degree with 
a genuine military spirit, and national genius 
and gift for war; which produced born soldiers 
and commanders.”’ And so was that in 
every period of their history during the past 
two hundred vears young Irishmen, irre- 
snective of creed or class, have flocked to the 
Colours of Irish Regiments. The Roval Irish 
Regiment was raised by Charles the Second 
in the year 1684. Eleven years later, as a 
reward for its magnificent courage at the 
Siege of Namur, King William the Third con- 
ferred on the regiment the title of the Roval 
Regiment of Ireland and the badve of the 
Lion of Nassau. Since then the regiment had 
served in almost ell the important wars in 
which Great Britain had been envaged, and 
it had earned undving !aurels. War was a 
brutal and cruel thing, and, at the best of 
times, hateful to all Christian men, but even 
war was redeemed by deeds of heroism. An- 
other thing which redeemed the war from 
rome of its horrors was the svirit of comrade- 
ship which it engendered. Men “who differed 
in religion and politics, and in their whole 
outlook on life, hecame brothers in the Irish 
reziments.. and lived and fought and died 
side by side like brothers. 

After the unveiling ceremony the Last Post 
was sounded.

NEW charch—‘“ The Church of Christ 
A the King’’—was opened at Turners 

Cross, Cork, to-day by the Most Rev. 
Dr. Cohalan, Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Cork. The building has not yet been quite 
completed, the approach railings and some 
interior fittings having still to be added. It 
is a fine modernistic structure, capable of 
accommodating two thousand worshippers, 
and possessing some features that are 4 
complete departure from the traditional 
style. In place of the rectangular shape an 
elliptical one has been chosen, the curves, 
however, being eliminated, and steps used 
to carry out the shape. The construction 1s 
entirely of monolithic concrete, with the roof 
covered in buff tiles. A feature is “ Christ, 
the King,” carved in limestone over the 
main entrance. The church was designed by 
the Barry Byrne Company, Chicago, and 
Mr. J. R. Boyd Barrett, supervising architect, 
Cork, and the builder was Mr. John Buckley, 
Cork. The total cost will approach £30,000. 

The interior is chiefly notable for the 
entire absence of supporting pillars, thus 
leaving an uninterrupted view of the three 
altars from all portions of the church. The 
roof is supported by gigantic steel spans, 
each weighing over twenty tons. 

Dr. Cohalan celebrated Pontifical High 
Mass, and the Dean of Cork and a large 
number of canons and other clergy were 
aes, Dr. Broderick, Bishop of Western 
Nigeria, was also present, and the Rev. 8. J. 
Brown, 8..J., delivered the sermon. The 
Catholic Boy Scouts formed a guard of 
honour, and the church was packed to the 
doors. 

The new church serves a suburb that has 
in recent years been developed with unusual 
rapidity, owing to three Corporation housing 
schemes in the immediate vicinity, the third 
of which is nearing completion. 


Funeral of Alderman 
De Loughry, T.D. 


Impressive Scenes.

KILKENNY, Sunday. 

HE obsequies of Alderman Peter De 

EY Loughry, T.D., provided impressive 

testimony to the popularity and esteem 

which he enjoyed among all sections of the 

people of his native city. 

On the arrival of the remains at 7 o'clock 
last evening they were met at the city 
boundary on the Dublin road by an immense 
concourse of citizens of all classes And repre. 
senting all shades of political and religious 
opinion. The funeral procession, including 
over sixty motor cars. which had trevelled 
from Dublin, as it passed through Kilkenny 
on its way to St. Mary’s Cathedral was 
solemnly impressive. At the Cathedral the 
remains were received by the Rev. J. Walshe 
Adm., and the Rev. Father Virgillius, 
O.S.F.C., and were placed on a catafalque 
in front of the high altar, the coffin beinz 
covered with the tricolour. 

lhe funeral took place to-day efter is 
o’elock Mass. Most Rev. Dr. Collier, 
addressing the large congregation from the 
pulpit, referred in touching language to the 
lamented death of Alderman De Loughry 
His death was a great loss to the City ol 
Kilkenny and to the public life of the com 
munity. Alderman De Loughry was a man 
who always gave his time and attention to 
the public affairs of the city and to those 
of the constituency he represented in the 
Dail.- The community had suffered a great 
loss by his early death The Bishop offered 
his sincere sympathy to Alderman De 
Loughry’s wife and young family and his 
relatives.

To-morrow will be polling day in Great 
Britain; and, while there is little doubt 
that the National Government will secure 
a substantial victory, its manner will 
teach valuable lessons. It is a truism to 
say that a great deal will depend upon the 
Liberal vote: but the full significance of 
its destiny scarcely yet has been appre- 
ciated. The trend of modern politics 
in England is such that, where it will 
go to-morrow, there it will be likely to 
remain. The present campaign has seen 
three manifestations of Liberalism in the 
field—the right wing, under Sir John 
Simon, which, except in tradition, differs 
little from a moderate Conservatism; a 
centre group, under Sir Herbert Samuel, 
which, while generally hostile to tariffs, 
1s ready to accept their imposition in cer- 
tain cases where the advantage of such a

course can be abundantly proved, and the

Happily, West 
Belfast is not likely to permit him to sit 
on the horns of this dilemma. 


Puttees or Gaiters. 


The discussion, whether or not the 
puttee shal] survive as part of the British 
soldier's uniform, will furnish material 
for argument among active and retired 
warriors alike. At present it seems that 
nothing has been decided ; but a section of 
military opinion is said to favour the 
puttee’s replacement by a canvas gaiter of 
the sort used by several units of the 
United States Army. It is significant, 
however, that the War Department, 
according to the Military Correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph, has refused to make 
the canvas legging a standard issue, and 
is contemplating a general return to a 
‘‘ super ” puttee now in process of experi- 
mental evolution. The probability is that 
British troops object to their present leg- 
wear on the ground that the puttees are 
not spiral like those worn by officers. Thus 
they are liable to slip and, in wet weather, 
to cause discomfort through shrinkage, 
while their donning is a work of art that 
takes more time than often is convenient. 
Actually the War converted many officers 
in mounted units to the spiral puttee ; for, 
if it is put on properly, it is the ideal 
garment for a man whose work is per- 
formed both on horseback and on foot. 
Furthermore, the puttee possesses—or 
seems to possess—the strange gift that it 
is cool in summer and warm in winter. 
We understand that the puttee originally 
was produced as a guard against snake- 
bite in India—a purpose for which a 
canvas gaiter would be equally efficacious. 
On the other hand, a gaiter, even when it 
is made of canvas, needs to fit well, if it is 
not to chafe its wearer during a long 
march. Here the puttee is pre-eminent, 
and we trust that the Army Council will 
ensure that any change shall be for the 
better comfort of the men before they 
make it. The American Army’s experience 
here ought to be helpful. 


“ Hiking.”’ 

The season of “hiking’’ is reaching 
its end, though the hardiest devotees of 
the new cult continue to trudge their way 
over frost-white hills. Most addicts, 
however, will have folded their rucksacks 
away for the coming of another spring. 
Certainly ‘‘hiking’’ seems to have come to 
Ireland to stay, and we cannot regret its 
coming. The waning season has seen its 
official acceptance in our midst, sanc- 
tioned by the establishment of an excellent 
‘‘hikers’’’ organisation and the provision of 
accommodation at rates that will not dis- 
courage the spread of the new cult. Yet 
Ireland still has a long way to go before 
the facilities that she offers to ‘‘ hikers ”’ 
can vie with those afforded in other lands, 
where the cult is older and has taken 
firmer root. Ireland’s “ youth hostels,”’ 
jin North and South alike, can be counted 
upon the fingers of one hand. Great 
Britain possesses sixty, and a _ corre- 
spondent of the Observer finds cause for 
deep discontent when he compares that 
number with Germany's roll of three 
thousand hostels. There is, of course, a 
difference—quite apart from the fact that 
Germany is the home and fountain-head 
of systematic tramping. In Germany the 
practice is actively encouraged by the 
State, as assisting in the formation of a 
healthy citizenhood. It is aided—in some 
instances hampered—by State regulations, 
and funds to meet loss in the administra- 
tion of the hostels are granted by local 
authorities, in addition to the Govern- 
ment. It is, perhaps, too much to expect 
that the Free State and Northern Irish

A GREAT PIANIST. 


——— 
b ae go to a Paderewski concert certainly 


is a weird as well as a memorable ex- 
perience. We were made to know that 
when the great pianist visited us two years 
ago. On Saturday last, when he came again 
to give the first of the seasons “ C elebrity 
concerts at the ‘Theatre Royal, Dublin, 
esa Sg Paderewski was not 
i as ausiere as on that 
former occasion, 
when, playing in the 
dark, and seeming 
like a phantom figure 
from another world, 
he almost frightened 
those who watched 
him. This time the 
platform was light, 
and Paderewski him- 
self, looking healthier 
and more. human, 
manifested something 
like geniality towards 
his audience. Still, 
he was not quite as 
other public —per- 
formers are. While others, more or less, 
appear to desire the favour of an audience, 
Paderewski demands its best attention. 

Though, as I have said, he was less 
frightening on this occasion, we still felt that 
unless we were very good we might at any 
moment be scolded, and sent home. 

As, however, we were not merely good, 
tut very good—l have never known an 
audience more attentive or as still - we were 
allowed to stay; nay, more, the @eseat man 
clearly liked us, for he repeated one piece 
that we applauded, and then, having com- 
pleted the arranged programme, and taken 
our tribute of applause, he sat at the piano- 
forte again, and played for half an hour 
more—played Brahms and Chopin and 
Schubert, while the queues of people ontside 
the theatre, waiting to see the night s cinema 
entertainment, asked impatiently why the 
doors were not opened to them. 


A GREAT PRIVILEGE, 


If writing in that way seems to have too 
flippant an undertone, let it be said with un- 
questionable seriousness that everyone who 
has a love for music must deem it a privilege 
to be in the presence of so great a master as 
Paderewski, and to be able to hear him for 
more than two hours expounding some of the 
finest works of pianoforte music. We remem- 
ber that men thought him a great pianist 
forty years ago—and in saying a great pianist

perfection of keyboard technique, but also 
with that eminence of spirit which fits an 
artist to take great works within his grasp 
and tell in his playing the essence of their 
meaning; we remember that within the last 


a man in the world of affairs as in the world 
of art. and that ten vears ago he was the 
honoured first President of-the Kepublic ot 
Poland, his native country, whose entity and 
freedom he saw restored and made secure 
After being so high in the world, he has re 
turned to a plane where he can give the musi 
cal public the benefit of his mature thoughts 
on certain musical masterpieces—the thoughts 
of a man whose experience has been enlarged 
and whose capacity to handle great matters 
must, therefore, be exceptional. His audiences, 
naturally, consist mainly of people whe 
recognise the chance to hear him as a privi- 
lege. If there be present any who have at- 
tended in a less appreciative spirit they are 
net long in being subdued by the dominance 
of the venerable performer's persgnality. 


STILL STANDS HIGH. 


Even though Paderewski were .o make mis- 
takes or to seem unequal to the technical 
demands of some of the music that he under- 
takes, one still would feel that it was worth 
one’s while to gu and try to get his ideas of 
the music. Happily. in ali that requires 
rapidity, distinetion of touch, delicacy and 
smoothness, massive tone building, or that spe- 
cial ability of Paderewski'’s, known of old, to 
startle and amr :- with a sudden crash and 
an impetuous scaling of the keyboard, 
Paderewski still stands above men of 
younger fame. 

As to the particular pieces of music he 
plaved, little more than mere naming of 
them must suffice; for what he made some 
of them mean to the sensitive listener should 
not be adulterated to furnish printed matter, 
and I accepted all that he did so gratefully 
that appraisement of this or that piece of 
execution in the course of the recital woald 
be affectation. In the first part of the 110- 
gramme there were three works of imo»ort- 
ance. First came the Variations and Fugue 
on a Theme of Handel, by Brahms, in v nich 
the pianist undertook a task of elucidacion 
comparable with that which he undertook st 
his previous recital here in Schumann's 
‘‘ Etudes Svmphonigues.” Next a Beethoven 
Sonata—not one of the biggest, yet one 
which when he had got into it appeared 
a much bigger work than one had ieved— 
the Sonata in D Major, Opus 31, No. 2. 
Most of it was played more softly than one 
expected. What made Beethoven write this 
deeply-felt music?—for after hearing Pade- 
rewski's plaving of it, one cannot doubt 
there is something of romance or spiritual 
upheaval behind the Sonata. The t'iurd tig 
work presented in this part of the pro- 
gramme was Chopin's Sonata in B Minor, a 
work later and, in most respects, greater 
than the better-known “Funeral March " 
Sonata 


THE CHOPIN GROUP. 


In the second part of the programme, the 
Chopin group comprised the ever-popular 
Nocturne in D Flat, two Mazurkas and, as 
theexpected Etudes, the No. 4ofthe ns if 
set, In C sharp minor, and the No. 11 of 
Opus 25, in A minor. Here what took my 
fancy most was the playing of the second 
Mazurka, that in D, No. 2 of Opus 33, 
partly because the playing gave me a notion 
of the piece I had not got before, and also 
because it seemed to me that Paderewski 
probably was playing it exactly as he played 
it fortv vears ago. That. meant that we had 
two great pianists before us—the venerable 
ex-President and mature thinker, and, as well, 
the romantic and brilliant artist of earlier 
renown. 

Four Preludes chosen from Debussv's first 
hook were played, and the last of the four, 
“ Menestrels,” was repeated. 
next, of an arrangement of the Prelude to 
‘Tristan and Isolde’”’ 


Paderewski; but I wished the pianist had 
paid respect to the memory of Wegner rather 
than to the feelings of Mr. Scheliing; the 
piere was a blot on the programme.

Will the price of current from the Shannon 
electricity sugply be increased? 


Will the business representatives on the 
Electricity Supply Board be retained? 


HESE two questions are at present 

exercising the public mind to a con- 

siderable extent, and, curiously enough, 
both are intimately connected. 

It has already becn pointed out in these 
columns that there are two policies- on 
the Board regarding the vital question of 
increasing the charges for electrical 
current. The minority, or civil servant, 
element stands for an _ increase; the 
business element holds that there is no 
necessity for an increase if a sound pro- 
gressive policy 1s adopted. 

At present the business element is in 
a majority, and on a vote would be able 
to prevent any increase in rates. In a 
few weeks’ time, however, the term of 
appointment of this element will expire. 
Will they be allowed to go, and the 
management of the concern be handed 
over to the sole control of the two Civil 
Service members? An alternative has 
been canvassed lately. This is that a 
third civil servant might be added to the 
permanent membership of the Board. 
This, no doubt, would insure the pre- 
dominance of the Civil Service view- 
point. 


A CHEQUERED CAREER. 


The part-time members of the Board 
have had a chequered career. They were 
first appointed in October, 1927, for two 
vears; then for periods of one, two and 
three months until May, 1930, when they 
were reappointed for a year. In May 
of this year they were given a further 
period of six months, which ends on the 
llth of next month. 

Speaking in the Dail in July last, the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce (Mr. 
P. McGilligan) indicated that this last 
six months’ appointment was of a further 
probationary nature, and that, in the 
meanwhile, he intended to decide the posi- 
tion, powers and responsibilities of the 
part-time members in relation to the 
whole-time members. This decision is 
anxiously awaited; for it is bound 
materially to affect the whole future of 
electrical development in the Free State. 

The Civil Service element on the Board, 
backed up, it is thought, by the per- 
manent officials in Government Buildings, 
some time ago disputed the adequacy of 
the rates of charge and questioned the 
soundness of the enterprise as it then 
stood. As a result of this Dr. McLaughlin, 
realising that the Government, accepting 
the Civil Service point of view, had lost 
confidence in his policy on certain “ major 
matters,’’ resigned. It seemed likely that 
the part-time members of, the Board would 
have been discontinucd at the same time, 
but through the intervention of the 
Chambers of Commerce they were con- 
tinued for another six months. The end 
of this period is now approaching. 

There appears to be no doubt that the 
business representatives on the Bourd have 
in some measure brought conviction to 
the Government that the economic posi 
tion of the enterprise is not at all so 
parlous as it had been represented to be, 
and, moreover, that an increase of rates 
of charge at the present time is not only 
unnecessary, but would have a very 
adverse effect on electricz] development 
generally. 


THE MILITARY 
TRIBUNAL. 


SESSION MAY BE HELD 
THIS WEEK. 


The Special Tribunal which is to try 
prisoners sent forward to it for trial under 
the provisions of the new Constitution 
(Amendment 17) Bill has held a number 
of preliminary sittings, but no actual 
trials have yet taken place. The police 
authorities have, it is understood, made 
application to the Tribunal in respect of 
certain prisoners at present awaiting trial. 
The total number of such prisoners does 
not exceed twenty. 

A session of the Tribunal is likely to 
take place this week at Collins Barracks, 
where a court has been prepared.

When- 
ever an inquiry was made concerning the 
matter the reply invariably was that 
secret and delicate negotiations were 
going on, and that to reveal these would 
interfere with the chances of success. 

Thirteen years now had passed since the 
war ended, and the names of 50,000 Irish- 
men remained unhonoured. In such a 
matter as this there should be no secrecy, 
and, whether or not support was forth- 
coming from other quarters, the money 
already subscribed should be employed 'n 
its righ‘ful purpose. 

It might come about that ex-soldiers 
would be asked to raise a small 
among themselves for the erection of a 
memorial of a very simple kind; other- 
no memorial would be erected in 
time.

AL CAPONE SENT

Al ‘‘Scarface’’ Capone has heen sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment on 
each of three felony charges, two to run 
concurrently, and one year in jail on each 
of two misdemeanour counts, to run con- 
currently, making a total of eleven years’ 
imprisonment. 

He was fined, in addition, ten thousand 
dollars on each of five counts. 

Judge Wilkerson dismissed a motion for 
a writ of supersedas, and ordered Capone 
to be imprisoned forthwith, says an Ex- 
change telegram from Chicago. 

Capone was specifically charged with 
evading payment of 215,000 dollars in- 
come tax.

The round-up of the rebel leaders began 
at three o'clock on Saturday morning, 
when cars escorted by troops entered 
Nicosia, and within thirty-five minutes 
five ringleaders had been despatched by 
lorry under armed escort to Larnaca and 
taken aboard H.M.S. London. 

The Greek Orthodox Bishop of Larnaca 
was also conducted aboard the warship. 

The arrests followed a conference be- 
tween the various authorities late on 
Friday night, when the advisability of 
arresting the bishop and certain: ring- 
leaders was batenael and it was decided 
that the arrests were essential for the 
peace of the island. 

The Rear-Admiral agreed to take the 
prisoners aboard until a steamer sailing 
to a foreign port was available. 

There was a disturbance at Limassol 
shortly after the arrest of the bishop. The 
police fired on the crowd, and three rioters 
are reported to have been wounded. 

At Larnaca there was a demonstration at 
which the police had to be supported.

HE decision of the Administrative 
Council of the Irish Labour Party 
with regard to Deputies Morrissey ani 
Anthony was promulgated on Saturday. 

It amounts to expulsion from the party. 
In the words of the resolution, passed by

' ho longer recognised as members of the 
Orreachtas Labour Party.” 

This decision, which was generally an: 
ticipated, was discussed a good deal in 
political circles during the past two days. 
From the point of view of party discipline 
it was admitted that no other step was 
possible. But, on the other hand, the 
view was put forward that in a matter 
which concerned the safety of the State, 
as was urged by the Government, it was 
questionable whether, from the patriotic 
point of view, the interests of party 
should be made subservient to the interests 
of State. Both deputies expressed them- 
selves as acting from conscientious rea- 
sons, and apparently they made it clear 
to the Administrative Council that in 
similar circumstances they would repeat 
this action. 


THE NEXT ELECTION, 


The fact of their expulsion from th" 
party does not, of course, affect the posi- 
tion of Messrs. Morrissey and Anthony 
for the present. It will mean only that 
when the Dail reassembles on Wednesdav 
week they will sit in a part of the House 
other than that usually occupied by the 
Labour Partv. The more important 
matter is as to how expulsion from the 
party will affect their prospects of: being 
returned to the House when the general 
election comes round next year. _

of the Peace Treaties, and suggesting the 
cancellation of German war reparations 
and Allied war debts to the United States. 


M. LAVAL’S RETORT., 


This statement naturally caused con- 
sternation, and M. Laval is said to have 
declared indignantly that he “did not 
come to Washington to engage in polemics 
with Mr. Borah, nor to discuss the re- 
vision of the Versailles Treatv.’’ Later 
he told a gathering of newspaper men 
that the only parts of Senator Borah’s 
statement which he could endorse were 
the Senator's opinions that 
should pay for the material damage she 
did in France and Belgium, and that 
France must determine herself how far 
she can afford to disarm. . 

M. Laval’s conversation with President 
Hoover lasted until half-past one this 
afternoon, and this evening an official 
statement on the conversations was issued. 

Only one concrete fact. emerges from it. 
It is declared that the essential factor in 
the restoration of the normal economic 
life of the world rests on the gold standard 
in the United States and France. 

The communiqué expressed hope for the 
success of the Geneva Arms Conference. 
Regarding inter-Governnental debts, it 
says: ‘‘ We recognise that, prior to the 
expiration of the Hoover debt holiday, 
some agreement regarding them mav be 
necessary, covering the period of business 
depression. As to the terms and condi- 
tions, the two Governments make all 
reservations. The initiative in this matter 
should be taken at an early date by the 
European Powers principally concerned, 
within the framework of agreements exist- 
ing prior to July Ist. 

SUBJECTS DISCUSSED. 

Pointing out the traditional Franco- 
American record of friendship in collabora- 
tion for the peace of the world, and 
emphasising the duty of statesmen not to 
overlook the common good at a time when 
the world looks for teadership and relief 
from depression, the statement continues: 
“ We canvassed the economic situation of 
the world and the trends of international 
relations bearing thereon, the problems of 
the forthcoming Arms Conference, the 
effect of depression on the payments of 
inter-Governmental lebts, the stabilisa- 
tion of international exchanges, and other 
financial and economic subjects. The 
informal cordial discussion has served to 
outline the nature of “he problems. It has 
not been the purpose of either of us to 
engage in commitments’ binding our 
Governments, but rather through the 
development of facts to enable each 
country to act more effectively in its own 
field. 

“ It is our joint purpose that the Arms 
Conference will be capable of meeting 
what is in reality its true mission—that 1s, 
the organisation of a firm basis for 
permanent peace. 

‘Our especial emphasis has been upon 
the more important means through which 
the efforts of our Governments could be 
exerted towards the restoration § -of 
economic stability and confidence. Par- 
ticularly we are convinced of the import- 


factor on which the maintenance of the 
gold standard of France and the United 
States will serve as a major influence. It 
is our intent to continue to study meihods 
for the stability of international exchange. 

“ While with the short time at our dis- 
posal it has not been possible to formulate 
definite programmes, we find that we view 
the nature of these financial and economic 
problems in the same light, and that this 
understanding should serve to pave the 
way to helpful action through our respec- 
tive Governments.”’

THE NEXT STEPS. 


The second act of this drama has thus 
closed on a note of expectancy, while the 
third and final act, on which the curtain 
should be rung up within the next three 
weeks, has yet to be performed. It is, 
however, not improbable that Dr. Alfred 
Sze, after consultation with the Chinese 
Government, may request an earlier mect- 
ing of the Council should Japan hesitate 
in withdrawing her troops to within the 
railway zone. 

In this case China may possibly invoke 
Article 15 of the League Covenant, which, 
among other things, empowers the Council 
to effect a settlement of the dispute; and, 
in the event of failing to reach an unani- 
mous report—not inméluding the two 
parties to the dispute, who cannot be ex- 
pected to be unanimous—the members of 
the League reserve for themselves the 
right to take such action as they may con- 
sider necessary for the maintenance of 
right and justice. Article 15 also pro- 
vides for the enforcement of an economic 
boycott on the offending member of the 
League. Finally, the League Council may 
refer the dispute to the Assembly.

resolution. 

The fundamental principles mentioned 
in the Japanese counter-proposals were 
only intended, he said, to ensure the 
safety of Japanese nationals.. He thoucht 
it only natural that his Government 
should desire to conclude an agreement 
with China before proceeding to evacun 
tion. His Government was convinced that 
otherwise would be

There was then an adjournment. 
When the Council re-opened at 5 
it learned that the negotiations which had 
been going on for two hours between Mr 
Yoshizawa arid M. Briand had failed. M.

The meeting was adjourned until 
November 16th, M. Briand reminding the 
members that tle resolution of September 
S0th was still in existence—that was to 
say, the duty of members of the Council 
was to continue to gather information on 
the spot.

The church was profusely decorated with 
arum lilies, chosen by the bride’s mother, 
Princess Alice, because of their association 
with South Africa. 

The wedding was attended by the Queen, 
the Prince of Wales, the Duke and Duchess 
of York, and other members of the Royal 
Family. It was as a loyal tribute to them 
and as an expression of affectionate regard 
for the bride that the villagers declared a 
SN holiday and made the day one oí 
igh festival. Their ranks were swollen by 
thousands of visitors from far and near. By 
the time the ceremony began not fewer than 
10,000 people lined the two-mile route from 
Brantaidge Park. Lord Athlone’s seat, to the 
unpretentious little church in the heart of the 
village. 

There were flags and messages of greeting 
to the bride all the way. Opposite the church 
temporary stands had been built, and these 
were crowded. 

Troopers ot the Roval Horse Guards, the 
bridegroom's regiment, lined the carpeted 
pathway from the roadway to the west door 
of the church.

The market was erected on the site of the 
old Castle-market—a* narrow passage running 
Letween George's street and William street, 
which formed the central artery of a very 
wretched and insanitary slum. The work 
was carried out by a company promoted by 
owners of property and members of firms 
having large interests in the neighbourhood, 
with the late Alderman Val. B. Dillon as 
solicitor. A special Act of Parliament was 
obtained, which gave the company power to 
acquire the property that was required for 
the construction of the market, and to widen 
and improve the surrounding streets. 

Under the powers conferred by that Act, 
great improvements were carried out. South 
Great George’s street and Exchequer street,

A further de- 
cline in acreage is also anticipated for the 
current year when the official figures are 
pub.ished, 


FREE STATE IMPORTS. 


According to the statistics of imports and 
cxports issued by the Department of Industry 
and Commerce, the Free State imported 
nearly ten thousand tons of oats during 1920, 
valued at £56,000, as compared with only 
four thousand tons in 1929, valued at £35,000. 
The average sin per ewt. works out at, 
roughly, six shillings for 1950 as against nine 
shillings for 1929. 

For the eight months of the current year 
ended 3lst August last. the Free State im- 
ports of oats exceeded by seven thousand tons 
the total quantity of oats imported for the 
whole of 1930. Already, therefore, there is 
an increase this year of over seventy per cent. 
in imports of oats. For the period Januarv 
to August of this year as compared with the 
corresponding period last year, imports show 
an increase of near!y two hundred and fifty 
percent. The average price per cwt. for oats 
imported this year is approximately six 
shillings. 


MARKET PRICES. 


The current average market price for home- 
gown oats is also about six shillings, so that 
the new tariff of 2s. 6d. on foreign oats, or 
of ls. 8d. on Empire oats will mean a sub- 
Stantial increase in the value and price of 
the home product. ‘The total yield ol wait in 
the Free State this year will, it is computed, 
bs over six hundred thousand tons, so that 
already the potential value of this crop has 
been enhanced by over one million pounds. 
liish oats have now a distinct advantage in 
the home market over imported oats, and 
Free State farmers, who have devoted a 
considerable area to corn-growing this year, 
view have every reason to congratulate them- 
selves. 


ACREAGE, 


It is of interest to note how the acreage 
under corn has varied in the Free State 
during the past six years. ‘Ihe following 
table gives the acreage, the yield per statute 
acre, and the total yield :—

In 1920 the area under oats in Ireland was 
over one and a half million acres; in 1921 
there was a decrease of about 125,000 acres to 
1,442,458 acres; in 1925 the total acreage fell 
to 993,433: in 1926 it stood at 967,580; in 
1927 at 954,249: in 1928 at 955,718; in 1929 
at 980,320; and in 1930 at 950,899 acres. 
During the decadal period, therefore, there 
has been a decrease of over half a milion 
acres throughout the entire country. If the 
new tariff cau be maintained for at least two 
vears it will certainly be very interesting to 
watch its effect upon the extent of the corn 
crop of the Free State. 

The additional tariff of 3s. 6d. per cwt. 
on oatmeal, bringing the total tariff now to 
6s., will undoubtedly prevent any imports 
under this heading in future. The oatmeai 
duty of 2s. 6d. per cwt. was levied in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Section 7 
of the Finance Act, 1926. It applied also 
to gioats and relied oats. How this duty 
affected imports in subsequent years can be 
judged from the fact that, whereas m 1927 
the quantity of oatmeal imported and re- 
tained for consumption in the Free State 
was 125,726 cwt., it was only 60,646 cwt. in 
1928, and 68,190 cwt. in 1929. The net duty 
collected in 1927 amounted to £15,733, in 
1928 £7,595, and in 1929 to £8,545. 


IN THE NORTH. 


Farmers in the North of Treland. whose 
economic position cannot be any better than 
that of the Free State farmers, must view 
the imposition of agricultural tariffs south of 
the border with a considerable amount of 
envy and dismay. The butter tariff of 4d. 
per lb. was levied with a view to fostering 
winter dairying here, and now comes the 
oats tariff, which is bound to give a big 
fillip to the growing of corn. 

Ulster farmers have reaped a rich harvest 
o oats this year, but the boundary line un- 
fortunately deprives them of the financial 
benefits which are now about to accrue to 
their agricultural brethren in the South.

DDRESSING a public meeting at Lusk 
A veaterday, Mr. Sean McEntee, T.D, 
said that during the past ten days 
peopie had Leen listening for something 
which would prove the truth of the extra- 
ordinary stories which had been in circula- 
tion throughout the country. They had 
heardl stories of 20,000 rifles that were sup- 
posed to be carried in Kerry; of drilling 
over all the ccuntry, and of Russian goid 
which was said to be coming into the country 
like a running river, from Moscow. Yet, 
during the passage of the (Constitution 
(Amendinent) Act through the Dail there was 
net one tittle of evidence to justify the 
extraordinary tales with which the minds of 
people were being filled. 

The latest document that the Minister for 
Justice said he had in his possession show- 
ing that there was any contact between this 
country and Russia was a document dated 
July, 1925, and the only fact that the Minis- 
ter had to justify his assertion that certain 
organisations in this country were financed 
by Russia was that in 1928, in the possession 
of a certain gentieman, who was arrested in 


London, were found two Bank of England 
notes for £16 each, which had been traced 
to the Russian Trading Organisation whicn 
had been set ur. in London. 

For the last eight months the Government 
Party had been tireasuring up ev@y unto- 
ward incident that happened in this country, 
in order that the Bahese at their annual 
meeting in Maynooth would, as they were 
hound in duty te do, point out to the people 
that certain activities were not lawful, and 
could not be condoned by the Church any 
more than bv any political body 

Having criticised the Government regarding 
the Shannon scheme, the sugar beet factory, 
the creameries and the currency question, Mr. 
McEntee said that they had to adjourn the 
Dail last week because there was no business 
ready for it. and that was because Ministers 
had been all over the face of Europe during 
the recess instead of being at home. 


BY-ELECTION TEST. 


It would be interesting to see what was 
going to be the outcome of the present situa- 
tion There should be a by-election in Carlow- 
Kilkenny, and it would be interesting to see 
the attitude of the Government in relation 
to that by-election, and to see whether they 
would say that a by-election was a very 
expensive thing, and should be abolished 
altogether. 

The vacancy in Carlow-Kilkenny afforded an 
opportunity to test the feelings of the people 


on this Constitution (Amendment) Act, and 


they challenged the Government, if they were 
not prepared to face the people at a genera! 
election, to face the people of Carlow-Kilkenny 
and test their feelings on this measure, which 
had been put on the Statute Book. He was 
certain that the people of Carlow-Kilkenny, 
like the people in the other twenty-five 
counties, would condemn the Government and 
turn it out, and put in place of the former 
Government representative members of the 
Fianna Fail Party.

The Irish Manuscripts Commission has just 
ublished Analecta Hibernica No, 3. In the 
introduction it is stated that since the issue 
of Analecta No. 2 a number of new publica- 
tions have been undertaken at the jnstance 
of the Commission. Of these, two are in 
the hands of the printers—the Irish Nennius, 
which is being edited by Professor Van 
Hamel, of Utrecht, and a Lexique of Place 
Names, prepared by Y. M. Goblet, of Paris. 
It is intended to publish with the Irisn 
Nennius the accompanying original Latin 
text, the Latin Life of St. Patrick, the 
Arthurian ‘Tales, and the pedigrees of the 
Kings of England 

THE CAREW MANUSCRIPTS, 

In March last Mr. Charles McNeill, having 
completed the calendar of the Fitzwilliam 
Papers. set about examining other collections 
of Irish interest in the Bodelian Library. 
The MSS. Commission had since received 
from him — on the Chichester Papers, 
the Nairne Papers, and the Letter-Book uf 
Sir John Perrot. In connection with the 
yblication of a calendar of the Fitzwilliam 
apers Mr. McNeill drew the attention of 
the Commissioners to the existence of 
further manuscripts of Sir William Fitz- 
william and of his family in the possession of 
Mr. Cc. G. W. Fitzwilliam), of Milton, and 
the latter kindly consented ‘to the request of 
the Manuscripts Commission that Mr. McNeill 
should be permitted to utilise them. 

Mr. McNeill is at present working on a 
calendar of the Carew Manuscripts, which 
form part of the Carew correspondence in the 
Lambeth Palace Library. It 1s intended that 
Mr. McNeill will prepare for publication a 
calendar of the valuable collection of Carew 
Manuscripts in the Bodelian Library. 

The Commission lately had the good 
fortune to obtain the experienced services of 
Mr. Herbert Wood, late Deputy-Keeper of 
the Record Office, Dublin, for the purpose of 
making an examination of the Carew Manu- 
scripts in the Public Record Office, London. 

In October, 1950, Father Stanislaus, 
0. F.C., left for Milan, where he remained until 
February engaged in collating the typescript 
of Sir John Gilbert’s copy of the Memoirs 
of Rinuceini with the original in the Library 
of Prince Trivulzi. The first volume of the 
text has been completed and sent to the

The Commission requested Dr. Flower, 
Deputy Keeper of i in the British 
Museum, and Dr. Best, ibrarian of the 
National Library of Ireland, to visit Chelten- 
ham. and a report was submitted by Dr. 
Flower. The collection of MSS. referred to 
had been acquired in the meantime for the 
National Library of Ireland. 

Dr. Flower reports that the MSS. number 
78. of which 14 are in vellum and 164 paper. 
Of the vellums, the most important is No. 
9214, which is an original portion of the 
Yellow Book of Lecan, as is shown by the 

numbering of the columns, which runs from 
959 io 1.000 (the Yellow Book ends at column 
uisgi, The contents of this fragment are par- 
tivlarly interesting, including a complete copy 
of the epic tale, Mesca Ulad, and the stories 
relating to Etain. Another interesting manu- 
script contains tales and poems, some of which 
supply new copies of very early material, such 
as Compert Conculaind Imram Brain, The 
Lament of the Nun of Beare, etc. 

Another manuscript appears to be the 
missing part of the British Museum MS., both 
Im having been discovered in a wall of 
'ore Abbey, Cashel, in the early nineteenth 
century. It contains religions texts in the 
hand of William Mac an Lega, a well-known 
fifteenth century scribe. Arother MS. is the 
unique copy of the life of St Fechin of Fore, 
published by Whitley Stokes. 

A VALUABLE COLLECTION. 

A large number of other manuscripts are 
Fás ei The recovery of those manuscripts 
restores to Ireland part of well-known collec- 
tions broken up there in the nineteenth cen- 
tury. The largest contributor is the collection 
ot Edward O'Reilly, but those of Dr. Adam 
Clarke, Lord Moira, Colonel Vallanecy, W. 
Monck Mason and Sir William Betham are all 
represented. 

In general, it may be said that this is a 
collection interesting in itself and of addi- 
tional value as the last considerable quantity 
oi Irish MSS. still in private hands. As the 
collection has now been acquired by the 
Government of the Irish Free State for the 
National Library of Ireland, it will confer on 
that institution a new status as a repository 
of Irish manuscripts.

BAN ON OAT IMPORTS 
WANTED. 

In a statement on the present grain 
position in the Irish Free State, the Irish 
Grain-growers’ Association declares that it 
cannot support the imposition of a tariff 
on foreign oats, for the reason that such 
imports would continue, the extra cost 
would be passed on to the consumer, and 
there would be a negligible increase in the 
area devoted to oats. 

The policy of the Grain-growers’ 
Association in regard to oats is:— 
(a) Total prohibition of oat imports ; 
(b) prohibition to date from the 1st 
t)ctober in any year; (c) notice of the 
intended prohibition to be issued at 
least nine months ea) lier. 

As the present conditions are not ex- 
pected to pass for some time, the [Irish 
Grain-growers’ Association recommends 
those who own wheat land to sow down 
increased areas at once. The Association 
Is satisfied that prices will increase and 
that wheat harvested in 1932 will find a 
ready sale. 

ln regard to barley, taking into account 
the hopelessness of securing a restriction 
of imports, barley growers are advised by 
the \ssociation to retain the largest pos- 
‘ible quantity of barley for sale in the 
‘pring months, when there is less likely to 
be a glut on the market and prices are

SUBMARINE’S CREW 
SAVED. 


AFTER COLLISION WITH 
STEAMER, 

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
HELSINGFORS, Sunday. 


Mvsterious wireless emissions are inter- 
fering with reception by Finnish stations 
of news from a collision yesterday after- 
noon jn the Gulf of Finland between a 
Soviet submarine and the Germau steamer 
Grazia (2,068 tons gross), as the result of 
which the submarine sank. 

Brief earlier messages spoke of the sub- 
marine’s crew of fifty being lost, but the 
Soviet Radio this morning claims that 
the Grazia has arrived in Kronstadt with 
the rescued crew. 

One message picked up by the Viborg 
station contradicts the Soviet message 
and says that the Grazia, which is badly 
damaged, has put back to Leningrad, 
which she left only yesterday morning. 

Scant details only are available as to 
the collision. Apparently the submarine 
was one of a number taking part in 
manceuvres with five torpedo-boats and 
two cruisers. One of the submarines rose 
to the surface in the path of the steamer, 
and collision was inevitable.
